than a half an hour he received a long 
answer, which stated that Mr. Hender- 
son, who was a dry goods and clothing 
merchant in that city, had just opened 
his store for the day when J. Moore 
deliberately walked in nud fired ut Into 
three shots, killing him instantly. 
Moore then placed the revolver to his 
own head and blow his brains out.
